It is too late to stop it now by m ere­ 
ly excluding im m igrants

far as one is able to see, it is not 
possible to sustain our unnatural and 
dangerous policy of high prices either 
by exclusion or by the powerful or­ 
ganization of forces.

Polynesia. 


It is not so very long ago that can­ 
nibalism 
was rife throughout 
Poly­ 
nesia, so that to be killed, cooked and 
eaten was the almost invariable fate 
of sailors who chanced to be so unfor­ 
tunate as to be cast aw ay on any of 
the outlying little visited islands. 
Perhaps the most aw fu l tragedy of 
the kind on record was that which 
happened in connection with tho loss 
of the St. Paul, Captain Penna rd, while 
on a voyage from Hongkong to Syd­ 
ney. 
This fine steamship carried, be­ 
sides a full crew, 327 passengers, most­ 
ly emigrants. 
On Sept. 30, 1858, she was wrecked 
on the Island of Kosse], but all got 
safely on shore. 
A little later tho cap­ 
tain and eight of the crew left the 
island In search of assistance aud were 
picked 
up 
by 
the 
Prince 
of 
Den­ 
mark schooner. 
Eventually the French 
steamer Styx was dispatched to tile 
island and brought awny one emi­ 
grant. 
The remaining 320 had been 
massacred and devoured by the na­ 
tives.—Pearson’s Weekly.
